The Andover School Committee 
will take a public stand at its next 
meeting on the proposal of agroup 
of citizens that the town permit 
enrollment of ten disadvantaged 
non-residents at Andover High next 
September. 

Meanwhile, enough individual 
members of the committee have 
taken strong positions in favor of 
the educational plan to virtually 
assure a favorable recommenda~ 
tion to Town Meeting, The one 
possible stumbling block: any re 
vision of the construction schedule 
for the new senior high school 
which would delay its fall of °67 
opening and raise the question of 
classroom space for ten outside 
students, 

Though the suggestion that the 
town open its high school to ten 
deprived boys has been widely dis~ 
cussed since it was first offered 
some weeks ago, the Andover ABC 
(A Better Chance) Committee made 
its first formal presentation to the 
school policy board Monday, 

Enough of the program’s sup= 
porters turned out for the meeting 
to make it necessary for the com= 
mittee to abandon its usual con= 
ference room and reassemble in 
the auditorium at Central School, 

Speaking for ABC, Chairman 
Robert H, Klie urged the School 
Committee to ‘‘pass judgment 
publicly on the educational value 
of the ABC program, its value to 
the ABC students, to resident An= 
dover High School students and to 
the community at large’’ prior to 
Town Meeting, 

Klie reminded the board that 
more than 100 private preparatory 
schools are already participating 
in the program and that more than 
500 Andover residents have signed 
a petition indicating approval of an 
ABC program for this community. 

He told the board that his group 
decided against asking for an im-= 
mediate and firm policy commit- 
ment when it was learned that the 
School Committee was inserting an 
article in the Warrant as a means 
of measuring public opinion, But he 
went on to say that a final decision 
could not be delayed overly long 
because of the time it would take 
to screen applicants and arrange 
for the ten students to participate 
in an orientation program at Dart-

Suddenly everyone is talking 
ABC, People who have never given 
more than a passing thought to the 
struggle of the disadvantaged in 
this country for equality of oppor= 
tunity are being forced by a tide 
of events to ask themselves 
whether or not communities like 
Andover, economic, residentialis~ 
lands, have a responsibility to 
involve themselves, 

Behind the soul searching is the 
proposal of a vigorous citizens’ 
committee that Andover open the 
doors of its high school next fall 
to admit ten potentially outstand= 
ing boys from among those in this 
country who would otherwise have 
to depend on ghetto schools for 
their education, 

What a great many people want 
to know is ‘‘Why Andover?’ The 
town is having trouble enough 
trying to keep abreast of the de= 
mand for classroom space to house 
its own, Why should it now be con- 
fronted with having to make swift 
judgments about anissue that many 
feel requires a moral commitment 
from the townspeople in addition 
to an educational evaluation and 
policy decision by the School Com= 
mittee? 

The answer is simple, Andover 
people have a greater opportunity 
than most to know about ABC, A 
Better Chance, The program which 
spawned the search for gifted 
youngsters among the nation’s poor 
was initiated on the campus of 
Phillips Academy, But the real 
impetus to involve Andover public 
schools in the project has come 
from people who learned of it 
through the executive director, 
Mr, ABC lives in Andover. 

James Simmons is the adminis- 
trative head of the Independent 
Schools Talent Search Program, 
the organization that finds and 
screens young people for place- 
ment in schools across the country, 
In the beginning his job was to 


find ‘‘disadvantaged’’ scholars, 
upper middle-class Negroes and 
others who had proved, to the 
extent possible in their own 


environment, that they could stand 
on their own feet academically. 

Once they were found, all Sim- 
mons had to do was tell them about 
the various private schools that 
are Willing, in fact eager, toenroll 
and help bright youngsters fron 
varied backgrounds, 

[he young Negro explains that 
most of the students he was looking 
for had never heard of schools like

Explaining the history of the 
talent search, Simmons reports 
that it was initiated in 1963 by 
headmasters from 23 independent 
schools who met in Andover to 
discuss a common concern = the 
fact that they were not drawing 
enough children from minority 
backgrounds to their campuses to 
give students there anything ap= 
proaching a balanced view of 
\merican society, 

Their determination to do some= 
thing about the situation was 
strengthened because of the chal« 
lenge private schools were re=- 
ceiving from colleges to start 
something from the bottom up that 
would cut into the numbers of 
minority students arriving on 
college campuses without adequate 
educational preparation,

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Publicize The Risks 


Last month a New York 


physician warned a Boston 


audience that the dangers of illicit use of the hallucino- 
genic drug LSD are enormous and he demanded penalties 
for its unauthorized manufacture and sale. 

In Andover, a Harvard health service psychiatrist told 
students at Phillips Academy that such hallucogens as 
LSD and DMT produce completely unpredictable effects, 
‘tampering with the primitive parts of the mind.’’ Some 
students, he said, take LSD out of genuine curiosity, but 
become fascinated with the constantly changing effects of 
the drug and continue to use it. Such students become 
detached and pre-occupied with themselves, separated 
from reality and associated with a minority which forms 
a sub-culture and language of its own .. . an ‘‘alienated 


segment of society.” 
More recently, 


Lexington 


police discovered in un- 


raveling the puzzle of an automobile accident that the 
14-year-old Bedford driver was completely intoxicated. 
Looking further, they discovered a link to a group of about 


eight 14-16 year old youths 


who have been raising and 


using marijuana. The Bedford press reports that people 
there are still trying to adjust to the shock that such a 
thing could happen in their town, affecting families widely 


known in the community. 


These loosely related events make one thing abundantly 


clear: 


the process of educating young people to the 


dangers of experimentation with drugs — even those which 
do not result in the sort of addiction that comes from the 
use of heroin and cocaine — must be accelerated and 
techniques devised for impressing a much younger seg- 
ment of our population that anyone would have once 


believed could be vulnerable. 


Dr. Donald B. Louria of New York’s Bellevue Hospital 
refuted in his Boston lecture claims that as many as 15 
percent of the students in U.S. colleges use LSD. He said 
probably no more than one percent of the total national 


population is involved. But, 


he added, ‘‘it is clear too 


many people take the drug under uncontrolled circum- 
stances and that a substantial number of those who do 


use it have psychotic reactions which necessitate insti- 


tutionalization.”’ 


Whatever legal steps can be taken to control the manu- 


facture and use of LSD, along with the equally dangerous 


DMT, should be taken. But since laws can be and are so 


frequently circumvented, 


programs to publicize and 


dramatize the worst possible consequences of the use of 
drugs should be widely undertaken. 


If controlled use of hallucogens can help doctors with 
treatment of chronic alcoholics and mental patients, fine. 
But let’s see that our young people are fully aware of 
the risks they take if they play around with emotional 


dynamite.

Professor Claims 


U.S. Voters Unjustly Maligneg 


Much of the discussion in this 
country about apathetic, un- 
interested, lazy and alienated 
voters is unjustified, according to 
Prof, William G, Andrews of the 
Department of Political Science 
at Tufts University. 

Prof, Andrews says that nearly 
85 percent of persons legally and 
physically able to vote in the 1960 
presidential election did so, And 
he adds that unfavorable compari- 
sons made with voting participa= 
tion in other countries may have 
no basis. 

In an article in the most recent 
“Western Political Quarterly,” 
Prof, Andrews notes that it, is 
generally assumed that only two- 
thirds of eligible voters go to the 
polls, That figure is often the basis 
for berating Americans for failure 
to cast ballots. 

But Andrews’ study indicates 
that as many as 22 million persons 
listed as eligible voters were, in 
one way or another, excluded from 
voting; as many as 3.5 million who 
entered the polls did not have their 
ballots counted for president; and 
another million failed to vote inthe 
general election because the pri- 
mary elections are decisive for 
most offices in their states, 

“It cannot be assumed that the 
remaining 15 to 20 percent was in- 
different or alienated,’® he adds, 
‘Tt must include a sizable number 
of voters who were neither ill nor 


absent yet were prevented from 
voting, by forces beyond their con- 
trol, 

**The doctor who plans to vote 
after supper but is called outonan 
emergency case, the fisherman 
who expects to return from the sea 
before the polls close but is held up 
by astorm, the mother whose small 
child has suddenly come down with 
the measles, the telephone lineman 
called out to repair a broken line, 
the motorist involved in a fender- 
bender on his way home from work 
or en route to the polls are only a 
few examples that can be multiplied 
in the reader’s mind,’’ the Tufts 
professor explains, 

Prof, Andrews says that his re- 
search indicates Americans havea 
better record at the polls than 
eligible voters in Great Britain, 
France and Switzerland, for 
example, 

The figures generally used in 
reaching the two-thirds estimate 
in the 1960 election are the Bureau 
of the Census estimate of 
106,974,000 civilians of voting age 
and the 68,836,385 valid votes cast 
for president. 

Prof, Andrews lists a variety of 
ways in which civilians of voting 
age were barred from voting in 
that election, including:

In the case of town manager, I 
believe the superior authority is 
and must be the town’s voters who 
can never be by-passed without 
violating the basic principles of 
town government, 

If our charter is ambiguous in 
this respect, the sooner it is 
brought in line with the democratic 
facts of town life, the better it will 
be for every resident of this com=- 
munity,

than a condemned school building 
in which to house its children, 
Moreover, while the new school 
budget exceeds most Andoverites’ 
wildest expectations, transporta- 
tion costs for these 6th graders 
must be met, new school busses 
purchased, and drivers paid, 

However, the major issue here 
is taking a 6th grader out of his 
neighborhood elementary school 
and bussing him across town to 
Junior High Schools, In terms of 
what is best for our children, this 
move cannot be justified on any 
grounds, Too many parents are 
only too painfully aware of some 
of the detrimental effects of a 
Junior High School system and 
strongly object to its being ex- 
tended from three to four years, 
Many would like to see Junior High 
School eliminated altogether and

Plan For Sixth Graders 


Arouses Public Interest 


The final details of a plan to 
transfer sixth grade pupils from 
elementary school buildings into 
two centralized locations until ad- 
ditional elementary classrooms 
are available have not yet been 
completed, but school department 
officials already are receiving 
queries from parents whose 
youngsters will be involved. 

The program has been in the 
works for two to three years and 
was widely discussed at the time 
construction of the new senior high 
school was in the planning stage, 
It was proposed then that sixth 
graders be brought uptown for a 
year or two to occupy classrooms 
that will be freed for awhile after 
the town splits its junior high 
population into two student bodies 
and before junior high enrollment 
expands to fill all the space created 
by this split, 

Both Supt, Edward I, Erickson 
and Asst, Supt, Vaughn Clapp em= 
phasized this week that the trans 
fer of sixth graders from neigh- 
borhood schools is a temporary 
measure and was agreed to as a 
means of permitting the town to 
space out school construction, 
Once the new Bancroft School and 
the additional School authorized 
for West Andover areconstructed, 
sixth grade classes will again be 
housed inelementary buildings, the 
educators said, 

The arrangement is temporary 
and should not be interpreted as 
a move toward integrating sixth 
graders into the junior highschool 
program, Clapp said this week, 
The town is still committed to a 
6-3-3 system, The assistant 
superintendent, who is directly 
responsible for the elementary 
school program, said that five sixth 
grade classes will be installed in 
the old Stowe School where two 
sixth grade classes from South 


Andover are already housed, 

Another five sixth grade classes 
will meet in a wing of East Junior 
High School (the present junior 
high) and another five, at West 
Junior High which will be opened 
in the fall in what is now the senior 
high school building. 

This move, involving the crea-

classes, permits the department 
to reduce the pupil-teacher ratio 
for the sixth grade to the newly 
established standard of 25 per 
class, Clapp pointed out, He said 
that there is not an elementary 
school in Andover that can meet 
this ratio standard with present 
facilities, 

Clapp stressed the fact that a 
special program for sixthgraders, 
one which will permit group in- 
struction and some team teaching, 
is being formulated, He said the 
elementary pupils will be kept as 
segregated as possible from junior 
high students, 

Supt, Erickson said that rumor 
to the effect that Stowe School has 
been condemned and is not safe for 
school use are completely un- 
founded, He said the School has 
been inspected by both the State 
Department of Public Safety and 
local fire officials and cleared 
for use,
